Lloyd  Garrison 

sent  us  u  with  the  Compliments  of  the  Authors,”  his  son  and 
daughter,  we  find  in  a  letter  to  his  wife,  that  he  speaks  of 
u  Rockledge,”  now  St.  Monica’s  Home,  as  a  “Romantic  and 
cosy  home,”  “that  the  foliage  of  the  trees  is  complete  and  the 
birds  are  as  merry  and  vocal  as  though  just  liberated  from  bond¬ 
age.”  As  he  described  it  years  ago,  so  we  found  it  this  summer 
as  we  staid  on  here  through  the  scorching  July  days,  and  it  is 
because  so  few  of  our  friends  see  the  Home  in  this  lovely  garb 
that  we  here  present  it  in  the  frontispiece. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  paying 
off  of  the  mortgage  of  twenty  years’  standing,  and  this  we  were 
able  to  accomplish  by  the  bequests  of  two  benefactors,  Mrs. 
Mary  D.  Jones  and  Caroline  P.  Gilham,  we  receiving  from  each 
estate  the  sum  of  $1000.  This  with  other  moneys  in  hand  gave 
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us  the  required  amount,  $3350.  We  have  for  the  last  three 
years  held  out  the  hope  to  ourselves  and  our  friends  that  we 
might  become  possessors  of  a  brick  building,  near  at  hand  and 
almost  in  our  yard,  to  be  converted  into  a  house  for  the  sisters, 
nurses  and  others,  but  all  our  efforts  at  ownership  proving  futile, 
we  have  decided  to  occupy  some  of  the  land  belonging  to  the 
Homestead  lot,  and'  build  for  ourselves  a  suitable  habitation. 
By  this  means  we  shall  have  two  more  small  rooms  for  the  use 
of  patients  in  the  present  building  and  also  provide  comfortable 
apartments  for  our  working  staff,  who  for  the  last  eight  years 
have  most  cheerfully  borne  the  many  discomforts  of  attic  rooms 
and  crowded  quarters.  After  carefully  considering  the  situation 
and  obtaining  advice  from  those  who  are  qualified  to  know,  this 
seems  to  be  the  best  course  to  pursue,  and  what  we  do  we  must 
do  quickly,  before  the  heat  of  another  summer  comes  upon  us. 

The  expense  of  building  and  equipment  will  be  about  38000, 
and  we  appeal  most  earnestly  to  those  who  have  kind  hearts  and 
much  of  this  world’s  goods,  to  help  us  out  of  their  plenty,  and 
to  those  whose  kind  hearts  would  give  if  they  could,  to  help  us 
as  they  are  able,  always  remembering  the  old  proverb,  11  He 
gives  twice  who  gives  quickly.” 

By  the  gift  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association,  the  Tubercu¬ 
losis  Ward  has  been  greatly  improved  in  the  enlargement  of  the 
sleeping  porch,  which  now  covers  an  area  of  20x25  feet  and 
gives  ample  room  for  six  beds.  It  is  to  be  glassed  in  for  the 
winter  and  will  make  a  comfortable  sun  parlor  in  the  cold,  crisp, 
sunny  days  to  which  we  are  all  looking  forward,  when  the  ther¬ 
mometer  registers  below  zero  and  the  March  winds  are  blowing 
and  the  ground  hog  hides  his  head  for  very  shame,  but  on  a  hot 
night  in  summer  few  people  even  at  the  mountains  or  at  the 
seashore  have  a  more  delightful  place  to  sleep.  We  would  like 
especially  to  thank  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  P.  Loud  for  valuable 
help  and  advice  as  to  its  construction  and  in  the  carrying  out  of 
its  many  details  which  make  for  success. 

In  addition  to  this  gift,  the  Association  has  been  most  gen- 
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erous  in  its  monthly  money  allowance  towards  current  expenses, 
and  by  many  personal  gifts  and  frequent  visits,  especially  at  the 
Festival  seasons.  Without  their  ever  ready  aid  and  sympathy* 
life  at  St.  Monica’s  would  often  wear  an  aspect  of  anxiety 
which  at  present  is  foreign  to  the  spirit  of  the  Home. 

Mrs.  Nancy  Weaver,  whose  ninety-second  birthday  we 
celebrated  in  December,  19 11,  passed  to  her  rest  the  following 
May,  dying  as  she  had  lived,  in  a  quiet,  dignified  manner,  with¬ 
out  complaint  and  without  shrinking.  Of  her  it  may  be  truly 
said,  “  A  hoary  head  is  a  crown  of  gJory,  if  it  be  found  in  the 
way  of  righteousness.”  Her  strong  personality  and  refinement 
of  character  impressed  all  who  knew  her  and  she  is  still  missed 
by  our  visitors  and  by  us  all. 

I'en  children  have  come  to  us  this  year  from  various  sources 
for  a  longer  or  a  shorter  time  and  we  always  regret  their  return 
to  their  former  homes.  They  have  an  hour’s  teaching  each 
day,  not  only  in  the  three  R’s,  but  also  in  manners  and  morals, 
and  all  the  little  matters  that  are  talked  over  in  a  home  school. 
They  have  frequent  birthday  parties,  with  cakes  and  lighted 
candles  and  a  chief  amusement  is  the  sewing  of  doll  clothes, 
with  constant  demands  for  u  cotton  cloth,  needles  and  thread.” 

w  Honor  the  physician  with  the  honor  due  unto  him  for  the 
uses  which  ye  may  have  of  him  :  for  the  Lord  hath  created 
him,”  and  this  exactly  expresses  our  feeling  toward  the  medical 
staff,  who  year  by  year  gives  us  of  their  valuable  time,  though 
called  to  many  positions  of  actual  trust  and  honorable  responsi¬ 
bility  in  the  larger  charitable  institutions  of  the  city,  and  so  it  is 
our  aim  to  keep  ourselves  up  to  a  high  standard  of  efficiency 
along  our  own  peculiar  lines,  that  we  may  still  merit  their 
appreciation  and  continued  desire  to  help  us. 

In  April  we  were  made  happy  by  a  visit  from  Bishop 
Lawrence.  He  held  a  Confirmation  service  in  our  small  Ora¬ 
tory,  which  was  quite  inadequate  in  seating  capacity  to  our 
household  there  assembled.  Six  candidates  were  presented,  all 
of  whom  had  been  most  faithfully  and  lovingly  prepared  by  the 
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Chaplain,  Rev.  Edward  Everett.  After  the  sermon  the  Bishop 
visited  the  wards,  graciously  speaking  to  each  patient,  and  being 
warmly  welcomed  by  u  Aunt  Fanny.” 

Rev.  Winthrop  Peabody  of  All  Saints’,  Ashmont,  is  our 
Chaplain  at  present,  the  necessity  for  a  change  being  brought 
about  by  the  acceptance  of  a  call  from  a  far  distant  parish,  by 
the  Rev.  Edward  Everett. 

Good  contribution  of  clothing  and  household  supplies  are 
again  received  from  the  Needlework  Guild,  the  G.  F.  S.  branches 
in  connection  with  different  parishes,  as  well  as  from  other  soci¬ 
eties.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  these  gifts  are  much  appreciated 

and  we  only  wish  their  spirit  of  generosity  was  known  in  those 
places  where  shoes  and  rubbers  abound.  St.  Monica’s  Sewing 

Circle  and  St.  Elizabeth’s  Guild  of  All  Saints’,  Brookline,  should 
have  special  mention  because  of  special  helpfulness  on  their 
part. 

Our  u  Fresh  Air  Treatment,”  such  a  hackneyed  expression, 
has  been  made  most  enjoyable  by  the  occasional  carriage  orders 
allowed  us  by  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union,  and  by  the 
generous  supply  of  trolley  tickets  sent  by  them  and  also  by  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railroad  Co.  A  drive  through  the  Arbouretum 
or  a  trolley  ride  to  City  Point  or  Spot  Pond  is  a  refreshing 
experience  on  a  hot  summer  morning. 

Our  expenses  for  the  year  aggregate  an  increase  of 
$1000  over  former  years,  coal,  food,  wages  being  the  consuming 
quantities,  but  our  experience  is  only  that  of  all  our  friends  and 
contributors,  and  they  have  most  generously  accepted  this  as  an 
inevitable  outcome  of  the  increased  cost  of  living  and  given  us 
accordingly,  so  that  our  income  has  kept  pace  with  our  expendi¬ 
ture  and  we  are  still  able  to  close  our  year  out  of  debt  and  out 
of  danger.  This  fact  gives  us  continued  courage  to  go  forward 
for  another  year.  Our  great  need  this  year  is  the  $8000  for  the 
new  building,  as  well  as  the  usual  gifts  and  subscriptions  for  our 
daily  needs.  Sister  Vera  Margaret,

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Medical  Report 

During  the  past  year  several  wholly  unexpected  bequests 
have  come  to  the  Home.  Such  evidences  of  vital  interest  and 
appreciation  of  our  work  has  been  the  source  of  much  encourage¬ 
ment.  It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  all  those  in  charge  to 
make  this  Home  the  best  of  its  kind  in  Boston.  As  time  goes 
on  the  scope  of  the  work  may  enlarge,  but  the  Home  can  never 
fill  a  more  useful  place  than  it  does  at  present. 

The  following  cases  are  good  illustrations  of  the  type  of 
patients  we  are  helping.  G.  S.,  36  years  old.  Admitted  to  the 
Home  October  20th  with  what  she  had  been  told  was  an  easily 
cured  varicose  ulcer.  Both  legs  were  much  enlarged,  very  ten¬ 
der  and  so  painful  that  walking  was  practically  impossible.  In¬ 
stead  of  staying  in  bed  three  days,  she  was  kept  in  bed  six  weeks. 
In  that  time  the  legs  returned  to  normal  size,  became  soft  and 
entirely  free  from  pain  and  tenderness.  Elastic  stockings  were 
secured  for  her  and  when  she  left  the  Home,  she  acknowledged 
that  she  had  not  been  able  to  walk  so  comfortably  for  years. 
Such  a  case  as  this  could  not  have  been  kept  in  bed  such  a  long 
time  in  a  large  hospital  where  the  pressure  for  empty  beds  is  felt 
so  constantly. 

R.  H.,  admitted  October  1906  at  the  age  of  14,  as  a  dying 
case  of  tuberculosis.  She  was  given  the  benefit  of  all  the  mod- 
*  ern  active  treatment  of  tuberculosis  which  St.  Monica’s  provides 
so  completely.  She  did  not  die.  Instead  she  has  steadily  im¬ 
proved,  at  first  very  slowly  and  for  the  past  two  years  fairly 
rapidly.  Now  she  is  20  years  old,  does  much  active  work  about 
the  tuberculosis  ward,  does  many  errands  to  all  parts  of  the  city. 
Her  lungs  show  such  marked  signs  of  healing  that  we  look 
forward  to  seeing  her  process  entirely  arrested.  St.  Monica’s 
has  furnished  her  with  the  only  true  home  that  she  has  ever 
had,  has  given  her  good  friends,  and  now  it  is  teaching  her  to 
become  self-supporting.

THE  SLEEPING  PORCH 
A  Contribution  from  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association 


C.  S.,  a  very  sick  tubercular  patient  who  was  running  a 
daily  temperature  of  ioi.  She  was  being  taken  care  of  in  Dr. 
J.  H.  Pratt’s  Tuberculosis  Class.  She  was  failing  so  steadily 
and  so  rapidly  that  he  wished  her  to  be  treated  by  compression 
of  the  lungs,  by  what  is  termed  artificial  pneumothorax.  Her 
home  conditions  made  this  impossible.  She  was  admitted  to 
our  ward  and  Dr.  G.  M.  Balboni  very  generously  came  and  has 
been  giving  her  the  necessary  injections  of  nitrogen.  For  four 
weeks  she  has  had  a  normal  temperature,  her  appetite  has  be¬ 
come  good,  her  sleep  is  no  longer  broken  with  persistent  cough, 
her  expectoration  has  decreased  three-fourths,  and  her  strength 
and  weight  have  increased.  Before  coming  here,  she  had  been 
in  bed  constantly  for  three  months.  Now  in  less  than  two 
months,  she  can  sit  up  for  three  hours  daily  and  can  walk  about 
the  ward  with  ease. 

During  the  past  year  Dr.  Robert  M.  Green  was  forced  to 
resign.  We  regretted  deeply  to  lose  his  services,  as  his  work 
was  always  done  with  great  kindness,  skill,  and  conscientious¬ 
ness.  Dr.  Francis  Lowell  Burnett  was  appointed  to  succeed 
him.

The  work  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association  has  gone  on  as 
usual  during  the  year  just  ended.  Monthly  meetings  have  been 
held  and  visits  to  the  Home  have  been  made  each  week,  so  that 
members  of  the  Board  have  kept  in  touch  with  the  work  which 
the  Sisters  of  St.  Alargaret  are  doing  for  the  patients. 

The  report  of  the  Sister  in  charge  gives  a  detailed  account 
of  the  work  of  the  Home.  The  Ladies’  Aid  has  charge  of  the 
Sale  which  is  always  held  in  Trinity  Parish  Rooms  in  November, 
and  our  warmest  thanks  are  due  to  Rev.  Dr.  Mann  for  his 
kindnes  in  giving  us  this  privilege. 

The  members  of  the  St.  Monica’s  Sewing  Circle  have  a 
table  at  this  Sale,  and  we  are  grateful  for  their  co-operation  and 
the  useful  and  fancy  articles  which  they  bring.  The  proceeds 
of  this  table,  amounting  to  one  hundred  dollars  was  a  welcome 
addition  to  our  funds. 

The  Christmas  tree  is  much  enjoyed  bv  the  patients  and 
visitors,  and  it  gives  equal  pleasure  to  the  members  of  the  Board. 
Simple  presents  are  provided,  and  the  presence  of  the  children 
adds  much  to  the  gaiety  of  the  occasion. 

Donation  Day,  held  in  the  spring,  brings  many  friends  and 
donations  of  many  kinds  to  the  Home,  which  are  much  needed 
to  help  the  running  expenses. 

During  the  year  some  needed  improvements  have  been 
made.  It  was  found  necessary  to  enlarge  the  porch  of  the 
tuberculosis  ward,  which  has  been  a  great  success,  and  adds  very 
much  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  patients.  In  the 
near  future,  still  greater  additions  must  be  made  to  the  Home 
if  we  are  to  maintain  the  present  standard  of  efficiency,  but 
the  necessary  funds  are  not  in  hand,  and  outside  aid  must  be 
sought  before  final  plans  are  made.  We  urge  our  friends  and 
the  friends  of  the  colored  people  to  send  us  generous  contribu- 
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tions  for  this  deserving  charity,  which  is  so  wisely  managed  by 
the  Sisters  of  St.  Margaret. 

No  sum  is  too  small  to  be  of  use,  nor  any  too  large  to  be 
judiciously  administered.  Again  we  extend  our  warmest  thanks 
to  the  Medical  Staff  for  their  constant  kindness  to  the  patients.

Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  hereby 
agrees  to  receive  payment  of  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests,  and  de¬ 
vises  of  money,  securities,  or  land  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Monica’s  Home 
for  Sick  Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church.  All  such  payments,  donations,  bequests  and  devises  received 
are  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica  Home  Fund 
and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modifications  satisfactory 
to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipulations  of  individual  sub¬ 
scriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devises. 

1.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  funds  perpetually,  and 
to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  altar  or  change  investments  at  any  time  or  from  time 
to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time  to 
time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In  determin¬ 
ing  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home  said  Trust  Company  may 
rely  upon  the  statement  of  any  officer  of  said  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters. 

3.  In  case  at  any  time  said  Home  is  discontinued,  or  in  case  for  any 
reason  the  trusts  above  defined  cannot  be  carried  into  effect,  the  income 
of  said  fund  is  to  be  thereafter  applied  or  paid  by  said  Trust  Company 
to  some  similar  charity  carried  on  within  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  chosen  by  the  Society  of 
St.  Margaret,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  Laws  of  Massachusetts 
and  approved  in  writing  by  the  officers  of  the  St.  Monica’s  Ladies’  Aid 
Committee,  as  now  constituted,  or  its  successors,  if  any.
